In 
addition to a reading of the Minutes and the Treasurer's Report, business discussed 
included reports on Stag Nite and the upcoming Penn Relay Marathon. A limited discussion 
of recent BLURB editorials was held after which W3VVS introduced our visitors. 


The program for the evening was on the subject of Police Radio Dispatching and was 
presented by Officer R. Mercurio of the Philadelphia Police Department with an assist 

by Frank Cook, KB3CT, a Philmonter and until recently a Police Dispatcher. Officer 
Mercurio described how incoming calls are received and routed to the proper dispatching 
console by a computerized system, which then records response time and in service time 
for each unit. Frank discussed the actual handling, by the dispatcher, of police, fire 
and medical calls and offered some insight into the procedures in use to prevent delays 
in handling priority calls. Both Officer Mercurio and Frank answered many questions from 
the floor and the result was an informative and entertaining presentation. 


At the conclusion of the meeting, W3PWG once again provided much appreciated refreshments.
